Everybody seems to have his own idea 
these days about what it will take to clean 
up about the biggest mess the world has 
ever been in. Secretary Marshall figures 
that wrapping up 16 billion good ole Ameri- 
can dollars to pay oif lots of Europeans 
not to become communists will do the 
trick. Truman seems to think that passing 
a law requiring black and white equality in 
the south will help a lot. Gov. Wright, of 
Mississippi, figures the democratic party is 
headed in the wrong direction and now is 
the time for all good southerners to jump 
off.

Many teen-age boys are serving time as 
repeaters; some having as high as 10 con- 
victions before reaching 20 years of age. 

This report should open the eyes of 
many Alabamians. It is the duty of the 
criminal to put time in our prisons for 
crimes they have committed. It is the duty 


of the state to see that his years of con-) 
finement can be used to his advantage, that 


he can work and learn, and return to so- 
ciety a normal, healthy person.

County today as at any time in the past. 

In order to fight hookworm successfully 
we need to understand more about this 
enemy. If we are to conquer this disease, we 
need to know more about it, how the worm 
lives, gets from one person to another, how 
much trouble they cause in disease, in loss 
of ambition and ability to make a living and 
how much public information, cooperation 
and possibly law enforcement may be need- 
ed to make a successful fight against them. 

The worms themselves were first dis- 
covered in 1838 and named (bentmouth) 
worms, but it was not until 1902 that the 
widespread infection through the southern 
United States was recognized. The disease 
has caused poverty and death in all parts 
of the world where a warm climate, water 
and a sandy soil allow the worms to live. 

In the United States early reports in 1808 
describing negro slaves and poor whites in 
{he South, reported dirt eating and ane- 
mia, but no one knew the cause until 1902, 
almost 100 years later. In 1849 a good diet 
of meat, vegetables and greens was report- 
ed to reduce the severity of th symptoms. 
This is true today. With better diets our 
people are feeding themselves and the hook- 
worm also, and do not look to be so sick. 
In such cases, however, the hookworms live, 
lay their eggs and may cause serious trou- 
Kile if the person becomes sick with some 
other disease. In 1852, it was reported that 
many negroes did not suffer severe effects 
even though they were infected and able 
to cause the disease in others. It was report- 
ed that “one dirt eater’ on a _ plantation 
could infect the whole. This is true today. 
Every uncured case, even if mild, is a dan- 
ger to everyone around them!

edse of the entire South. In no other disease 
does the victim suffer so long, in no other 
condition is he for such a period a menace 
to those about him, and in no other malady 
of such gravity is treatment so rapidly and 
surely successful.’ The above is quoted 
from “Hookworm Disease’ C. V. Mosby 
Co., 1910, written by Dorctors George Dock 
and Charles Bass of the Tulane Medical 
Department. 

In Alabama, Bondurant of Mobile, first 
called attention to the extent of hookworm 
disease in 1903, About this time, 45 years 
ago, Winthrop and Cole examined 66 Ala- 
bama medical students and found 31 or 
one-half of them infected. We know that 
about one-half of our people are still in- 
fected today. The disease is still wide- 
spread among young and old, city and 
country people and is frequently unrecogn- 
ized and the cause of long lasting trouble. 

Improved gardens, canning and eating ha- 
bits and some treatment have helped re- 
duce the damage and keep down bad symp- 
toms, but hookworm infection is still the 
greatest needless cause of poverty in the 
south. Many children and adults have suf- 
fered peculiar symptoms over a period of 
time. Hookworm disease in expectant mo- 
thers has injured them and their unborn 
children. Infants under one year of age 
have been infected. Some have even been 
oprated upon when their trouble was caus- 
ed by hookworm disease. What they really 
needed was treatment for hookworm and 
then protection against further infection.
